Holmes, according to police 
reports; became involved in an 
argument with Robert Odom 
whom he accused of withhold- 
ing phone calls from him. As 
the dispute grew more heated. 
Holmes pulled a revolver and

Police gave this account of 
the Holmes-Odom action just 
prior to the shooting. The 
argument became so loud and 
continued for so long that a 
next door neighbor called 
police out of fear it might lead 
to violence. 

As police arrived and 
reached the second story of 
the very large house, gunshots 
were heard coming from the 
third floor. Upon reaching the 
third floor, Carla and Holmes 
were found dead of bullet 
wounds to the head. with Mr. 
Odom lying nearby critically 
suffering a gunshot wound, 
also to the head. Mrs. Odom’'s 

10-day-old baby was not 
injured, police said. 

A .38 caliber Smith and Wes- 
son revolver was found lying 
beside the Holmes body, 


police reported. He was pro- 
nounced dead on the scene. 
Robert Odom was admitted to 
Barnes Hospital in critical but 
stable condition. Cosmetic 
surgery on his eyes was later 
performed. 

Mrs. Holmes returned to St. 
Louis immediately after learn- 
ing of the tragedy. She did not, 
however, attend Holmes’ fun- 
eral in Columbus. 

Prior to assuming her cur- 
rent city position, Mrs. Holmes 
(Gwen) served in the Missouri 
State Senate. 

The Odom's moved into the 
third floor apartment of the 
Holmes residence following 
the recent birth of their baby, 
according to reports. 

In the meantime, “who's 
who" in St. Louis turned out for 
Mrs. Odom's funeral last week 
at St. Paul ‘AME Church.

'There was a big celebration in Columbus, last Friday, 
ptesided over by teonard-T; Lancaster, Chairman of the 
industria! Commission of Ohio: The Celebration was 
kicked-off by placement of the final stee! girder in the 
superstructure of the residence tower adjoining the J. Leo- 
nard Camera Industrial Rehabilitation Center. The tower is 
s¢theduled to be completed next year, taking its place 
alongside the new 161,000 square foot treatment center 
which is already in operation. 
‘Far from the fun, speeches and celebration, 8 barren 
plece of land sticks out like a sore thumb in Cleyeland's 
University Circle. There are no speeches or celebration and 
nothing is being raised except puffs of dust and some 
isolated weeds. The site, nearly in the middle of the city's 
cultural mecca, is owned by the state. It too is supposed to 
have an Industrial Rehabilitation Center. This center con- 
ceived at the same time as the Camera Center, was to be 
flamed after a great Ohioan, William O. Walker, the quin- 
sence of Black journalist in America. Walker, the late 

‘ublisher of the Call and Post used his newspaper to help 
shape Ohio politics for nearly six decades. He was also the 
first Black member of the Governor's cabimet serving as 
Director of the Ohio Department of Industrial Relations 
under Governor James Rhodes. Governors Rhodes and 
Richard Celeste both recognized Walker's service to his 
State and in his memory ordered that the Cleveland Center 
bear his name. That was nearly two years ago and nothing 
has happened to make the Walker center a reality. 

No one lobbied either governor, nor were their arms 
twisted to name the building for Walker. 

‘Governor Celeste was a participant in the groundbreak- 
ing and made it unequivocally clear that the building would 
be constructed and would be named for Walker. Meanwhile 
there is talk of maximizing use of the land, perhaps flopping 
it to a smaller site. About the only thing heard from the 
Governor Celeste is silence on a promise about to be 
hroken. 

< It's time for some honest public discussion about the 
future of the center. We want to celebrate too.

. Gov. Richard F. Celeste has demonstrated once again 
that he will not allow himself to knowingly become involved 
in any type of operation tainted with racism. 

i» He dramatically demonstrated this suggestion last week 
-when he barred the use of any material from the Republic of 
South Africa in a memorial to Ohio veterans of the Vietnam 
‘War that will be erected on the Statehouse grounds. 

«: The Legislature and the governor's office authorized a 
veterans’ group to coordinate the design. and placement of 
@ monument several weeks ago. The group revealed last 
eek plans to construct the memorial with Black granite 
rom South Africa. 

Celeste, through his office spokesperson, said it was 
otally inappropriate that stone from South Africa be used 
the Vietnam memorial. 

“There is no way we will allow that to happen," Celeste 
as quoted as saying. “The governor used the strongest 
hnguage to convey his wishes to the Department of Admi- 
istrative Services" which manages the Statehouse 
rounds, the spokesperson said. 
The Ohio House has adopted resolutions against South 
frica's rigid segregation policy (apartheid), and legisia- 
on is pending in the Ohio Senate to prohibit the state from 
q ae business with companies that trade with South 
rica. 
Black granite, the reputed rarest and most expensive 
brm of the stone, was u in the Vietnam Memorial in 
lashington, D.C., ho , It came from India. 
The memorial will recognize the 3,069 Ohioans who died 
Vietnam and the more than 400,000 Ohioans who served 
the most unpopular war which the USA has ever been 
volved. It is to be erected on a site near the William 
Kinley statue facing High Street.

What Blacks are thinking about politics

As we head toward Election 
Day, November 6. the mood and 
views of Blacks voters are increas- 
ingly making their mark on the pol- 
itical process. 

A major catalyst in this renewed 
emphasis on Biack voter has been 
Ihe recent remarkable upsurge of 
Biack voter participation in “the 
1984 Democratic Presidential 
primaries. Largely attributed to the 
dynamic and charismatic candi- 
dacy of Jesse Jackson. Black voter 
participation in fact has been on 
the rise in recent elections for a 
variety of reasons: Increased 
numbers of Black candidates 
szampaigning for office at the local, 
state. and federal level; increased 
awareness among Blacks that 
their economic well-being is 
linked to decisions made by 
elected officials: and black mobili- 
zation against the conservative 
onsiaught of the Reagan Administra- 
tion 

Yet despite the attention paid to 
increased Black political invoive- 
ment less is known about the spe- 
cific views of Blacks voters .on 
major national issues How for 
example. do Blacks view the 1964 
presidential campaign? How are 
Blacks likely to vote in November? 
Are those Blacks who voted for 
Jesse Jackson likely (0 Stay at 
home in November. when the 
arlicutate Biack leader no longer is 
a candidate? What do Blacks think 
about defense 

The answers to some of these 
vital questions can now be found

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Black Americans. Yet w h en 
asked who they would “like to see 
the Democrats nominate for Pres- 
ident in 1984.” 53 percent of Black 
voters preferred Walter Mondale. 
31 percent Mr Jackson. and only7 
percent Senator Gary Hart. 


Clearly many Blacks who had 
voted for the Rev Jackson during 
the primaries had done so because 
they wanted to send a message 
about Black plight. Yet. come 
November. according to this poll. 
they are likely to support Walter 
Mondale strongly. Indeed. more 
Biacks have a favorable opinion of 
Mondale than of Mr. Jackson. 

Black voters also believe by a 
16-to-1 margin thal they had been 
aided rather than hindered by the 
Democratic Party, By a 3-to-1 
margin Blacks also felt that unions 
had “helped” rather than “held 
back” Blacks. By contrast, by a 5- 
to-1 mmrgin, Blacks agreed that 
the Republican Party had held 
back Blacks

© strugturtof the Black family, Bishop Plila is concerned that more often 
thati not, we foous on the negative aspects to the exciusion of all 
positives that do exist. “Why not affirm some of the positives, so 
people can fee! there is hope for improvement.” 
Although fhe Catholic bishop agrees that the increased occurrence of 
female-heeded households do represent a threat as far as the fully- 
rounded development of the Black child is concerned, he still feels that 
the existence of mother as head of household speaks of a very different 
kind of family “with a very significant relationship between mother and 
child.” ‘ 

This kind of relationship, he says, plays an important role in today's 
Black community. The Bishop does agree, however, that the growing 
incidence of Black boys being raised without socially acceptable role 
models to toltow is cause for concern, and he finds particularly disturb- 
ing, the modern tendency to portray unisex images in the Black 
community. 

What is this (kind of thing) doing for the youth,” he wonders; and 
charges the media in general, and the black press in particular, with the 
responsibility of keeping alive, images of Black male heroes and other 
positive Black males whose examples Black youth could emulate. 

“There are numerous examples of positive, Black male models,” chal- 

Bishop Pilla, even as he reasons, the Black family has been 
resilient and has survived despite hostilities, so there has to be a lot there 
that we could build on.” 

From his position at the head of the Catholic Diocese of Cleveland, the 
Bishop Pilla says that through organizations tike Catholic Charities 
Appeal and Catholic Social Services, the Church has been responding to 
needs for day care, food, housing, clothing and shelter in the Black 
community, but now needs to work for systemic change so that perm: 
ent change could be found. . 


Another member of the clergy. the Rev. James Hannah of the Inner 
City Renewal Society (the extended arm of the Biack church in the inner, 
‘clty), adds that the Black male's response to family had been pro- 
grammed, in part, by the fact that social laws such as tse ones governing 

‘the administering of welfare funds which stipulate that Black, low- 
income couples must live in separate homes if they are to be considered 
for welfare or ADC tunds. 

But long before welfare laws began to make an impact on the Black 
family, says Rev. Hannah, Black males were being denied their God- 

and country-given rights to hold steady jobs. This left them with 
little opportunity to assume the responsibility of supporting a family. 

In addition, he points out, drug-related problems and other “survival 
issues" have caused Biack families to drift away from the foundations of 
their ancestry. “We're getting away from the way we were raiséd,” he 
admits; but says that regardiess of differences in ideological belief, the 
Black community should sit down together and collectively negotiate to 
bring about change in a peaceful and non-violent way. “We need to see

But from the way thidigs are going, Paul Hill Jr_pexécutive director of 
the East End Neighborhood House, associate professor of Social 
Science at Tri-C and-himself a husband and father of seven children, 

he fears for the continuation of the Black American family in a 
healthy form. 

Prior to 1910, recalis the social worker, over 90 percent of Black 
children were raised in two-parent homes; and eontrary fo ome discus- 
sions of slavery, Pdul Hill insists that there is evidence that as early as 
1850, the Black family in America was a closely-knit unit, enjoying a 
great deal of caring and concern for one another. Today, over 50 percent 
of Black children live in single-parent homes, and of these, more than 90 
Percent tive in , explains the sociaf worker; then he adds that 
Bisck families hold the leading statistics for infant mortality. 
Another cause for concern for the Black father-social worker, is the fact 
that futuristic literature such as Third Wave and Mega Trend, omit any 
reference to Black people which seems to suggest that the race will not 
exist in the futul. 

In fact, Paul Hilt fears that the very political system under which we live 
is anti-family. Inthe Federal Republic of Germany, he says, the situation 
is exactly the o; ite. 
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Ata Ministry of Yous, Family Health armany, special laws are 
enacted to help s' nm and port the ly; and tax breaks and 
stipends are to large families. While here in Cleveland, our 
welfare laws force families to break-up 60 that they could receive 
government ald, inevi cresting more and more homes where Black 
youth met grow up acceptable role models for a father. 

Here in Cleveland, also, 75 percent of rentals favor families without 


»ch (out ahowmnesa), thus placing an added burden on people with 


children to find accommodation Even our tax exempt clauses for day- 
care contributions, fall to give adequate recognition to the fact that many 
low-income communities are not provided with sufficient government 
tunds to meet the needs of working parents, says the Social Science 
Professor. 


The National Urban League (NUL) in Cleveland is also concerned 
about éhe question of day care in the Black community. According to 
William Wolfe president of the CUL single-parenting and illegitimacy 
have gained such widespread social acceptance that for the first lime in 
‘our history, single-parent households are being-considered a family 
woit 

Hepven goes so far as to predict that now the baby boom is beginning 
to peter out (as evidenced by elementary school closings) the unutilized 
school bulldings will be converted into day care facilities to compensate 
for the declining student population. 

But more importantly, the president of the Cleveland Urban League 
feels such a move would provide a great deal of support for working 
women who because of the shift in business interests from traditional, 
male-dominated sectors like manufacturing and industry to white collar 
positions for secretaries, word-processors and file clerks have become 
the favored poo! of workers. But Wolfe sees this involvement in day care 
issues as only a “micro” approach to the question of the declining Black 
family structure. 

A fundamental measure will take into account those social situations 
which presently undermine mal jpport systems he explained. 


From the perspective of the Black woman, Pauline Tolliver, executive 
director of the NAACP, says there is great need for the Biack family in 
Cleveland today to re-addfess its attitude towards the marriage situa- 
tion. She says one of the contriboting factors in this whole controversy of 
the fragmenting Black family has to do with the pressures placed on 
Black men and Black women as they are pitted against each other inthe 
shrinking job market. 

What's more, Pauline Tolliver is of the opinion that the “majority of 
Black females do not understand,.and some probably do not remember 
hewoursoolety tas historically emasculated the Black male” by placing 
thé! woman, traditionally; ina position of dominance. But it is to the 
rural-urban transition of Black people that she attributes the greatest 
blame for the present state of flux in Black family life. 

Following emancipation, 82 percent of Black families lived in the rural 
South where their roots existeven today, says the Executive Director of 
the NAACP. But today, the number stands at a mere 15 percent. This 
means that some 85 percent of the total Black population in America is 
centralized in over-populated, urban areas, where added pressures like 
unemployment, bad health care, substandard housing and inadequate 
educational and counseling facilities are the order of the day. 

Evidence to the fact that most Black Americans live under circumstan- 
ces detrimental to their survival can be seen in statistics which say that 
92 percent of whites in America are functionally literate, while only 58 
percent of Blacks are literate. And Pauline Tolliver attacks the present 
government administration which she says structures social programs 
in such a way that low-income, single parent homes are not paid suffi- 
cient attention and consequently decline at a faster rate than before. 

The declining Biack family structure is also a source of concern for 
Lois Heffner, director of Public Affairs at the Cuyahoga County Depart- 
ment of Welfare, but she hastens to point out (as did Bishop Pilla), that 
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oe. question of the disintegrating family is noi peculiar to Black families! 
alone. oe) 
This breakdown in marriage and family life stretches across the board, 
and involves all ethnic groups and all socio-economic classes. H 
says the Director of Public Affairs, the availability of jobs--a crucial 
question in the issue as she sees it--is less of a problem in the whit 
community than it is in the Black community, and therefore, Black?

Bishop Anthony Pilla, while identifying the church as a crucial element

Simhilarly, Paul Hill Jr. advocates that a Black Think-Tank organization;
